3* When questioned' In whnt manner HAINDL was approached 
by 1 115 . ha repliod that he told HAINDL that a friend of hia, 
a tfl* intelligence operator whom he first met in fwitserland 
during World W»r II# had requentod him to select a suitable 
and dlacroet person for on obr.ervatlon mission to the Poviet 
Tone. 1115 stated that he preferred this approach to telling 
of hit connections with CIO inocmuch 0 : ho la of the opinion 
that former intelligence operators, especially former Neals, 
have no liking for CIO end regard CIC os e low level, highly 
compromised agency and that he (1115) therefore prefers not to 
mention his connections with CIC. 35124 then informed 1115 that 
a direct contact with HAINDL la not deemed advisable at this 
time and that he (1115) should attempt to collect more background 
information on HAINDL and his immediate family.
